The  Bears  started  out  one  of  their  most  successful  seasons  with  four  straight  wins  be¬ 
fore  dropping  a  game  to  Portland.  The  Bears  settled  down  again  and  played  very  fine 
basketball  for  tne  rest  of  the  season,  losing  only  four  other  hard  played  tilts.  After  com¬ 
pleting  their  regular  season,  the  Berne  Bears  captured  the  sectional  championship  for  the 
second  consecutive  year  under  the  competent  coaching  of  Ned  Shuck.

The  Berne  team  also  participated  in  the  New  Year’s  Day  Blind  Tourney,  which  was 
held  at  Decatur.  The  Bears  were  put  out  of  the  running  in  the  first  game  by  losing  to  the 
Decatur  Yellow  Jackets  24-23.  In  the  evening  the  Bears  met  New  Haven  in  the  consola¬ 
tion  game,  and  they  defeated  the  Bulldogs  41-26. 

The  Bears  were  fortunate  in  having  two  very  fine  forwards  by  the  names  of  Frederick 
Liechty  and  Robert  Baumgartner.  Rounding  out  Berne’s  “Fightin’  Five”  were  Jerry 
Stucky.  plaving  the  pivot,  and  Carl  Muselman  and  John  Smith  holding  down  the  guard 
positions.  Coach  Ned  Shuck  put  eight  seniors  and  two  juniors  together  to  form  one  of 
Berne’s  best  basketball  teams,  and  he  led  them  through  the  season  to  a  record  of  20 
wins  and  5  losses.
